President Roosarelt has just Issued 


an executive order calling for a popu- 
lar election In the Philippines for dele- 
gates to the proposed Philippine leg- 
islative assembly, the date to be set 
by the Philippine commission. 
This 


is in fulfilment of the promise made in 
1902 that an elsctlon would be held 
after peace had been established in 
the Islands and subsequent to the tak- 
| ing of a census. The president's order 
recites that, whereas the "great mass 
and body of the Filipino people" have 
continued to be "law abiding, peaceful 
and loyal to the United states" and to 
recognize the authority of the United 
States, therefore they are entitled to 
elect delegates to a popular assembly 
to be known as the Philippine Legis- 
lature. The order applies only to the 
people of the territory not inhabited by 
Moros or other non-Christian tribes. It 
is provided that after the assembly 
shall convene and organize all the leg- 
islative power heretofore conferred on 
the Philippine commission shall be 
vested In a legislature consisting of 
two houses—the Philippine commis- 
sion and the Philippine assembly.

Salpetriere was due to the charitable 
impulses of a woman friend of Dr. 
Qnackeutios. 
Ho had received from 


the reformatory reports of the extra- 
ordinary results produced by hypnotic 
treatment of the two girls brought to 
him last June, and this woman, find- 
ing that the Trenton institution was 
without funds which could be devoted 
to transportation of girls to this city 
for treatment, went to Trenton and 
agreed to pay for the trip ot six girls, 
the matron. Mrs. Elizabeth V. H. Man- 
sell, and an attendant. 


Filled with interest in the experi- 


ment the girls gladly accompanied the 
matron to New York and made no ef- 
fort to escape, though ss soon as they 
ett the New Jersey jurisdiction they 
•vere free. Most of them suiter from 
ungovernable tempers; 
some 
were 


rantlcally envious ot other Inmates. 


In speaking ot his treatment of the 


girls from the New Jersey Institution 
Dr. Quakenbos said: 
* 


"The two girls I treated last June 


were the first to be subjected to hyp- 
notism as a curative In the Trenton in- 
stitution. 
One was subject to such 


fits of temper that It was dangerous to 
be near her during an outbreak. She 
would smash anything near and at- 
tack any one in sight. 
The other girl 


was so deeply and jealously attached 
to om o£ the women keepers that she 
would attack any girl to whom this

It will take about a quart. Add a small 
onion with three 


cloves stuck in it, a few sprigs ot parsley and a salt spoonful 
each of salt aad pepper, and simmer gently unt.il the pieces 
of chicken are tender. Take out and put where they wil! keep 
warm while you' prepare the cream dressing. Put three table- 
spoonfuls each of butter and flour in a saucepan and stir until 
blended, but not a particle browned. Add the broth and a cup 
of cream ind stir until smooth and creamy. Add more salt, 
it necessary, and, if you like, a suspicion of mace. This mat- 
ter of seasoning depends always 
upon

known to throw off bacilli after reach- 
ing middle age, but few cases are on 
record where these "carriers" actual!} 
have spread the infection and given 
the disease to those around them.
